in the sense that dependent claims 7 and 13 and independent claim 16 recite that the 
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invention is "coextruded." Nevertheless, it is inaccurate considering the remaining 
allowed claims do not specify that the invention is coextruded, but rather "continuous," 
which is the result of the coextrusion process, but without reciting how the result is 
achieved. If there are other means of obtaining the claimed continuity, such means or 
methods would be within the scope of claims 1-6 and 8-12. 

Applicant is reasonably sure Examiner was guided by the language of the claims 
rather than the single inaccurate statement referenced above in allowing the claims.
